On
reaching the Tremont House he was met by
ex-President Pierce, who had just arrived frem
Ne;:i Hampshire especially to pay his respects
to him,

At the banquet, after the President retired,
General Banks was loudly called for, and in
responding made a few briel remarks. After
alloding to the vigit of the President, and the
cordial welcome he bad reccived, he sald he
was glad he had given the warm-hearted people
of New England an opportunity to show how
they felt towards a4 man who had been honored
with the suffrages of the people. He wia glad
the President had glven them opportunity to
show that the citizens of Massachusetts, ay,
the citizens of New Epgland, without regard lo
personal or political opinions, in presence of
the head of the Government, dismissed all pre-
Judices and all partisan considerations, and dis-
played that honor to the Government
which it had a lllllm right to expect.
Then sing on to the Masonic celebration,
he said there wus nothing wmling in this coun-
try more than the iraternization of the people. If
the people of the different sections of the coun-
try would only fraternize with each other asthey
ought, now that the facilities of travel and com-
munication were 8o perfect, mauy of the trials
which had hitherto distresged us, and which
bhad threatened the destroction of the Govern-
ment, would be avoided; aud in the festivities
of the day he saw a bright and cheering indica-
tion that there was one platform and one asso-

ciation where, independent ol all politics and
cf all religlon, the people of the countr
could come together upon the basis of socia
fellowship and fraternal fecling. (Applause,)

DigArPEARAXCE OF A BrrEAM.—The inhabi-
tants of Baint Ismier,’ Dauphine, France, were
astonished the other morning to see the bed
of the stream which traverses the village
quite dry. The Labi, as it is called, takes its
source from the waters of & cascade, and
makes its way to the Isere, through a pretty
valley adorned with trees, The explanation
of the phenomenon appears to be that the
soil at the foot of thé rock from which the
cascade falls is somewhat unstable, and from
the constant moisture a subsidence of the soil
has taken place, and the water now runs into
the ground, a considerable quantity of earth
having been washed into the valley.

Prematrre Brrian.—Several cases of pre-
mature burisl having lately oconrred in France,
the Minister of the Interior has issued another
circnlar to the prefects, accompanied by a code
of instructions to be made known by them to
the medical oficers whose duty it is to report
the death, and which contains a series of tests
to be spﬁulisd to any case in which there may
be possible room for doubt. Buch rarely arises
when decease results after a sickness has pur-
gued ita usaal course, but sudden deaths aris-
ing from nervous affections, hysteria, lethar-
gies, ete., require particnlar care and attention.

ExrraonmiyAry Loxaeviry,—8ome rare illns-
trations of longevity appeared in the London
Times of June 3, where the deaths of five ladies
and two gentlemen are recorded, whose united
ages amonnted to six hundrad and seven years,
giving an average of eighty-six years and
rather more than eight months to cach., The
youngest lady was eighty-three, the oldest
ninély years of age. Of the opposite sex, one
had reached the patriarchal age of ninety-one,
and the other eighty-six years of age.
